Egg quality can be control- 
led Be oilawing a few simple 
tules of management. 
_ 1. House only pullets which are 
healthy and in good condition. 
Housing time is a good time to 
cull and cull hard. Healthy, vigor- 
ous birds are an asset—not a lia- 
bility: 

2. Feed a balanced ration. This 
is a very important factor in the 
control of egg quality. Remember 


. that pullets are potential egg ma- 


chines and no machine will oper- 
ate efficiently on low grade fuel. 

3. Provide plenty of clean wa- 
ter. Not only does water consti- 
tute approximately 56 percent of 
a. chicken’s body weight and 66 
percent of the egg.but it ranks 
far above any other substance ds 
regards rate of turnover in the 
body. A plentiful supply of good 
water is a must in the production 
of quality eggs. 

4. Once the pullets are housed 
in the fall, before they have reach- 
ed 25 percent production, they 
should be kept confined. Confine- 
ment to the house aids in the con- 
trol of disease and is an important 
factor in the production of high 
quality eggs. Approximately three 
to three and oné half square feet 
of floor space should be allowed 
for each pullet. 

5. Keep all equipment clean. Wa- 
ter fountains or pails should be 
washdd daily; feeders, etc. as 
needed. 

6. Gather eggs often’ and store 
in a cool place. Quality in eggs 
demands that they be gathered at 
least three times daily and cooled 
as rapidly as possible, 

Strict adherence to a few fun- 
damental rules of management 
will greatly improve the quality 
of eggs produced on the averag 
farm. ‘

World demand for newsprint, 
steadily increasing since the Sec- 
ond World War, is .expected to 
continue to outpace production for 
many years to come, a Cafiadian 
Press story reports. 

“World production of newsprint 
is half as high again as it was in 
the years before the war,” reports 
the Financial Times, “yet a world- 
wide shortage of newsprint per- 
sists.” 

The newspaper gives three rea- 
sons: 

1. Destruction of capacity dur- 
ing the war, and the effects of the 
war in retarding the installation 
of new capacity. “Thus although 
Canadian output was considerably 
higher in 1945 than in 1939, total 
world production dropped by more 
than 30 percent.” 

2. The growth* of 
been magnified by the 
progress of the world, economy 
since the war.” 

8. The high cost of newsprint 
machinery has caused manufactur- 
ers to lag “somewhat behind’ the 
growth in demand. 

In its survey, the Financial 
Times says the over-all increase 
in newsprint production since 1939 
has been concentrated in a few 
producing countries—notably Can- 
ada, producing almost three-quar- 
ters of the total-output, the Unit- 
ed States and the Scandinavian 
countries.

Extreme heat affecting quality 
and yield of Manitoba crops 


Harvesting of cereal crops, :is 
nearing completion under almost 
ideal conditions in both southern 
and northern areds of Manitoba, 
it is reported in the final crop re- 
port of the season issued by the 
Manitoba department of Agricul- 
ture. 
~ Quality and yield of crop, which 
earlier promised to be much above 
average, were adversely affected 
by extreme heat of ‘the two. mid- 
Summer months and a nearly gen- 
eral lack of rain. 

While returns have shown great 
variation, it is pointed out, ‘wheat 
and oats have yielded somewhat 


above the long-term average. In}. 


the east and south, very little 
wheat has graded above 34North- 
ern, but in central-horthern sec- 
tions the average has been 2 and 
3 Northern. 

Except for a limited acreage of 
early. planted crop, barley yields 
are disappointing, it is reported, 
with at least a, half-million acres 


of late barley abandoned... Flax}:
